The adult education department 
offers working adults the oppor- 
tunity to complete a bachelor’s de- 
gree or take classes to expand their 
knowledge or skill. 

This department enables Man- 
hattan Christian College to carry 
out her mission of educating, en- 
riching, and equipping “nontra- 
ditional students.” The students 
are usually people who work at 
full-time jobs, but want to com- 
plete their undergraduate educa- 
tion.

THEY DID IT! 

Completing one’s degree is reason for 
celebration. Like other majors, the 
music one includes classes (Laurie 
Forsberg with Tim Kleier), but it also 
includes the choice of an emphasis: 
voice, piano, instrument, or composi- 
tion. That emphasis means private les- 
sons and lots of practice for the junior 
and senior recitals (Amanda Harden, 
Shannon Moore, Kim Rogers, Chi Ho 
Kim, and Sheena Gordon). That is why 
there is extra celebration at the recep- 
tions following the recitals! 


Music was officially brought to the campus by |} 
Dr. William F. Lown in 1943. He was a young 
pastor who wanted to finish his ministerial train- 
ing. Because he was musically talented, President 
T. H. Johnson brought him to Manhattan Bible 
College to build a music program while taking 
classes. Immediately upon his arrival he began 
putting together musical groups and teaching 
music lessons. On weekends, around preaching 
engagements, he took these music groups out to 
perform. With this added publicity the school’s 
enrollment doubled from forty students to eighty 
students within two years. 

Lown continued to work with MBC music as he 
went on to Kansas State University to receive his 
masters degree. In 1955 Lown accepted the posi- 
tion as president of the college. Even though he 
was now president, he remained involved with 
the music department. In this way he could keep 
contact with the students and encourage them on 
on a regular basis. 

Throughout the years the music department 
has worked under several leaders (Kim Clowe, 
Larry Weigant, John Baird, and Ben Deurfeldt to 
name a few) and served through various en- 
sembles. One of the first choirs under Lown was 
called the Mabicos (Ma for Manhattan, bi for 
Bible, and co for College). Groups included The 
Brothers (Randy Ingmire was a member in 1974), 
Triumphant Sound (Rick Wright was a member 
in 1975), The Discs, The Messengers, The 
Preachaires, New Creation, A New Song (Marta 
Wright was a member in 1975). Dale Aldridge 
founded today’s Inspiration Ringers in 1976. The 
Instrumental Ensemble was formed in 1980 by 
Rick Terry. The Alma Mater that we all know and 
love was written by John Baird in 1957. 

Ruby Ann Poulson came in 1984, Mary Ann 
Littrell in 1994, Laurie Forsberg in 1996, and Ian 
Coleman in 1997. 

The MCC ensembles have been traveling 
throughout the years to share the gospel and the 
MCC ministry with church families in the area. 
For that reason, as we experience change, I urge 
everybody to learn what they can from what the 
music department has been and continue what 
has made it successful.

Hidden Treasure 


Woman’s World is an annual retreat designed to encourage women in 


their spiritual walk as well as introduce them to the programming available 
through Manhattan Christian College (MCC). 


It all began when Bill Lown (president of MCC 1955-1982) shared with 
Marcy Cassel, Jo Ellas (1925-2001), Joan Leach, and Char Means his vision 
for an event that would minister especially to women. These women 
immediately began working to put a schedule together for this event first 
known as Women’s Days. After two years of planning, the first Women’s 
Days conference was held in 1978 on the MCC campus with 143 in 
attendance. 


The overnight event has always included practical workshops, a dynamic 
keynote speaker, meals, and times of worship. But it has been the women 
of MCC who have always tried to go the extra mile to make each year 
different and help the attendees feel special. 


Woman's World became the official name in 1980 and attendance grew 
quickly to 300 as those who came were blessed, and in turn, invited their 
friends and their friends invited others. Without adequate conference 
facilities on the MCC campus, Woman’s World moved to the Manhattan 
Holiday Inn and Holidome in 1985. The Holidome facilities reached 
beyond their comfortable capacity in 1992 when attendance peaked at 630. 


Woman's World is a nondenominational ministry which reaches out to 
women of all ages and all professions. Singles as well as generations of 
families depend on this retreat for a motivational break from the winter 
months and an inspirational spark to their daily Christian walk.

Many students used such school-year ministry experiences as their Christian service 
credit. The handbook describes Christian service “as a ‘hands-on’ focused activity 
designed to integrate academic exercise with practical ministry so that the student 
involved will develop experience in a specific Christian service where growth can be 
observed and evaluated.” That experience was gained in three categories: Local 
Church, Community Organizations, and MCC and KSU Organizations. Seven semes- 
ters of such Christian service is required for graduation with a bachelor’s degree. 

Some upperclass students, especially pastoral ministry degree students, were hired 
by churches for weekend ministries. This year Jeremiah Holcomb’s part-time ministry 
has turned into his first full-time ministry.
